Before coming to any conclusion 
about whether it had authority un- 
ler the new law to revise the assess­ 
ments 
of individual taxpayers, the 
county board of review, which con 
vened in special session today, be­ 
gan compiling a comparison between 
1919 assessments 
and actual sales 
of real estate and improvements in 
the last few 
months 
to determine 
whether the horizontal increases in 
this county, which were put on by 
the state hoard of tax commission­ 
ers, were justifiable. 
The hoard 
planned 
to take the 
ast ten sales of real estate and im­ 
provements 
in 
each 
taxing unit, 
which includes all the townships and 
lushville, Carthage 
and Glenwood, 
and compare them with the assess­ 
ments of the 
same property after 
the 
increases 
were 
put on. 
The 
sales were taken from the transfer 
records in 
the 
county 
recorder’s 
office. . 
The sales nnd assessments com­ 
pared up to noon indicated a vindi­ 
cation of the 
state board of tax 
ommissionere—that 
the 
assess­ 
ments werP no higher than the ac- 
ual sales. 
There 
were only two 
instances, 
and they were in Rush- : 
ville city, where the assessments on 
which 
the owner 
is paying taxes 
this year, 
were higher than 
the 
amount for which 
the property 
is 
paying. 
In each of these 
instances 
the 
assessments were only a few dollars 
in excess of the sum 
paid for the 
property in the transaction as re­ 
corded in the deed transfer, in most 
of flip other cases, the assessments 
were far below 
the price paid for 
the property. 
After finishing 
this 
comparison, 
the hoard exj>ceted to decide whe­ 
ther the law passed by the special 
session of the legislature 
gives 
it 
authority 
to make changes in the

assessments of individuals or whe­ 
ther it shall confine 
its 
work 
to 
equalizing assessments 
as between 
townships or other taxing units. 
It it explained that there is some 
confusion relative to the meaning of 
the Tuthill-Kiper remedial tax law 
on this point but that 
legislators 
who helf>ed frame the measure de- 
dare it was not their intention for 
hoards of review to take up individ- 
dual appeal* at the special session. 
It is pointed out that the session is 
limited to ten days and that if inn 
dividuals were given opportunity to 
appear before 
the board the work 
eould not be completed in the time 
specified. 
The section of the law pertaining 
to the m atter of review of assess­ 
ments , follows: 
“ Said 
county board 
of review 
shall proceed to review and equalize 
the assessment 
on the property in 
several townships and other taxing 
units for the year of 19 19 , and cer­ 
tify the same to the state board of 
ax commissioners in manner 
now 
required by law. Said county board 
of review shall continue in session 
so long as it may be necessary ta 
properly discharge its duty, not ex­ 
ceeding ten days.’’

greatness 
for America depends, Roosevelt said 
on the solving of two 
great pro­ 
blems by the next national adminis­ 
tration—“our 
relations 
with 
the 
world and the pressing need of or­ 
ganized progress at home.” 
He declared Governor Cox is pre­ 
eminently qualified in spirit, train­ 
ing and experience, 
to meet 
and 
solve these problems properly, “one 
who can lead this nation forward in 
an unhaiting march of progress,” 
In world problems, Roosevelt de­ 
clared, 
“we must either shut 
our 
eyes, build an impregnable wall of 
armaments and live a hermit nation, 
or we must open our eyes and see 
that modern! civilization has 
be­ 
come so complex as to make it im­ 
possible to be in this world and not 
of it.” 
Homer B. Cummings, former na-, 
tional chairman, delivered the noti­ 
fication speech, . paying 
particular 
attention to the republican national 
convention. 


Hvthe, 
England, 
Aug. 
9 .—The 
conference of Premier Lloyd George 
and Premier Millerand on the Rus­ 
sian situation ended late today “in 
complete accord,” it was said. 
Lloyd George started immediately 
for London. Tomorrow he will place 
the situation before the house of 
commons. 
Convinced that Russia is deter­ 
mined to crush Poland and set up 
a Soviet regime, the premiers were 
reported to have decided—subject to 
the approval of parliament and the 
chamber of deputies—to support Po­ 
land with military advice, munitions 
and naval operations.' 
Troops, however, will not he sent. 
Krasin and Kamenoff, the Bolshe- 
viki representatives, will be allowed 
to remain in England pending the 
outcome of the armistice parley at 
Afinsk on Wednesday, according to 
this report.

Convening Today, Board Postpone 


* Deciding About Authority to 


Revise Individual Valuations 


Before 'coming to any conclusion 


about whether "it had authority .tin- 
ier the new law ;to revise the assess- 
ments of individual -ta^payersi th' 
county board of review, which con- 
vened in special session today, be- 
gan com'piling a comparison between 
1919 assessments and actual sales 
of real estate and improvements in 
the -last few months to determine 
whether the horizontal increases Sn 
this connty, which were put on by 
the state board, of tax commission- 
ers, were justifiable. 


The board planned iff take the 


last ten sales' of real estate and ira_ 
pro-vements' in each tasine unit, 
which includes all the townships and 
Rushville; Carthage and Glenwood, 
and compare them with the assess- 
ments of the same property after 
he increases 
were put on. The 


sales were taken from the transfer 
records in the connty recorder's 
office. . 
\ 


The sales and assessments com- 


pared up to noon indicated a vindi- 
cation of the state "board of ta'x 
commissioners—that 
the assess- 


ments vrerg no higher than the ac- 
ual sales. 
There 
were only two 


nstances, and they were in Rush- 
viHe city, where the assessments cm 
which1 the owner is paying taxes 
this year, were 'higher than the 
..amount-'for whicih •tbe'^roperty- is 
paying. 
. 
. ' ' • • - . 


In ..-each of these instances the 


assessments were orily a few dollars 
in excess of the sum paid for the 
property in the transaction as re- 
corded in the deed transfer. In most 
of £he other cases, the assessments 
were far be-low the price paid for 
the property. 


After finishing this 
comparison, 


the board expected to. decide whe- 
ther the law passed by the special 
session of the legislature gives 
it_ 


authority 
to make changes in the 


assessments of individuals or -whe- 
ther it shall .confine 
its 
-work ito 


equalizing assessments as between 
townships or other taxing unfts. 


•It it explained that there is some 


confusion relative to the meaning of 
the Tuthill-Kiper remedial tax law 
on this point but that 
legislators 


who helped frame the'measure de- 
clare it was not :their intention for 
boards of review to take up individ- 
dual appeals at the special session; 
It is pointed out that the session ,is 
limited to ten days and that if ini 
dividuals were given opportunity to 
appear before the "board the work 
could not be 'completed in the time 
specified. 


The, section of tfie law pertaining 


to the matter of review of assess- 
ments^follows.: 
- 


"Said- county 'board of review 


shall proceed to review and equalize 
the assessment on the property-in 
several townships and Other taxing 
units for tie year of WTO, and cer- 
tify the same to the state bdard of 
tax commissioners in manner now, 
required by .law.. Sajd county board 
of review shall continue in session 
so long as it may be necessary ,ta 
properly discharge its duty,, not ex- 
ceeding'ten .days."
